Racketeers Try 


To Play Stocks 


U.S. Probers Study 
Efforts by Thugs 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Atty 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy said to­ 
day the Justice Department is in­ 
vestigating what he 
called at 
tempts by "major racketeers” to 
move into the stock trading busi­ 
ness. 
He emphasized in an interview 
that the probe does not involve 
the over all operation of any stock 
exchange and is not connected 
with a Jan. 6 report by the Secur­ 
ities Exchange Commission charg­ 
ing a b u s e s by officials of t h e 
American Stock Exchange. 
“There have been some efforts 
by major racketeers to get into 
the stock field,” Kennedy said. 
“Now, I’m not saying that stock 
exchanges are controlled by rack­ 
eteers,” he added. 
He did say crime figures have 
branched out into stock dealing, 
in keeping with their pattern of 
investing in legitimate businesses 
with money obtained from gam­ 
bling 
and 
other 
illegal 
enter­ 
prises. 
Kennedy did not detail the ille­ 
gal nature of any stock market 
activity by underworld elements. 
Other Justice Department sources 
said, however, it sometimes in­ 
volved the manipulation of stock 
prices. 
One department official said the

were 
in 
line 
with 
“gangster infiltration of real es­ 
tate, 
vending 
machines, 
night 
clubs, beer distributorships, p r o ­ 
duce, trucking, hotels and motels,

Moeller had spoken to President 
Kennedy about it. All four Ohioans 
had also talked with top IRS and 
General Services Administration 
officials in hopes of winning loca 
lion of the center for their dis­ 
tricts. 


The House added $79.2 million 
to a rate increase bill worked out 
by the Kennedy 
administration 
and House Democratic leaders, 
producing a measure th a t would 
bring in $700 million if accepted 
by the Senate. There is some 
doubt on that score, however. 
The bill raises first class and 
air mail rates by a penny, to 5 
and 8 cents, for a total increase 
in P'ose categories of $455 million. 
It also calls for $53 million more 
in the rates paid by newspapers 
and magazines, $171 million more 
in third-class rates—those used 
mostly by direct mail advertisers 
—and about $2 million m o r e in 
miscellaneous increases. 
All increases would be effective 
next July I. 
It was in third-class rates the 
administration got more than it 
asked for. The administration and 
the House leadership, in a com­ 
promise bill, had asked for third- 
class increases totaling $93 mil­ 
lion. which would have covered 
about 85 per cent of the handling 
cost of such mail. 
Rep. Ken Hechler, D W. Va., of­ 
fered an amendment increasing 
the total to $171 million, covering 
full cost. A surge of resentment 
against bulk mail advertising- 
some called it “junk mail”—car­ 
ried his proposal by a voice vote. 
The

The House Ways and Means 
Committee, looking for more rev­ 
enue from tighter tax laws, Tues­ 
day ordered a legislative section 
drafted that would permit deduc­ 
tion of ony 50 per cent of most 
business entertainment expenses— 
and require proof of the expenses. 
Such draft orders usually mean 
substantial agreement in the com­ 
mittee, w h i c h handles tax mat 
ters. 
The version the committee or­ 
dered prepared for a f i n a l vote 
presumably would tax much bus­ 
iness entertainment money which 
is exempt undlr present law, al­ 
though there were no f i r m esti­ 
mates. It falls considerably short 
of President Kennedy’s r e c o m ­ 
mendations w h i c h would have 
completely eliminated deductions 
for most business expenses.

His Only Son 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—Cecil Al 
bert Grillot Jr., 15, lay dead on 
the kitchen floor of his home, with 
?0 wounds in his throat. 
Cecil Albert Grillot Sr. went to 
a neighbor’s home, asked to use 
the telephone, called police and 
told P’em to come and get him— 
he said had slain his son. 
Police arrived to find the boy 
had been killed with a paring 
knife. Cuts on his hands indicated 
he had struggled to fight off the 
attack. 
The slaying took place Tuesday 
afternoon, not long after Grillot’s 
wife had left the two-room, sec­ 
ond-floor downtown apartment, po­ 
lice said. 
The elder Grillot, 46, was held 
for investigation of homicide. He 
told detectives at first that he 
didn’t know why he had killed 
Cecil Jr.—his only child. Later, of 
fleers reported, Grillot told them 
he considered the boy “ a misfit, 
with no goals in life” and that he 
had decided to “put him out of 
his misery.”

The broadcast, made in the 
classical Mandarin Chinese which 
is widely understood in China, de­ 
manded in effect that Commu­ 
nists everywhere recognize the 
primary position of the Soviet 
Communist party in leading the 
Red international movement. 
Considerable interest also was 
aroused here in an editorial from 
the Chinese Communist newspa­ 
per Peoples Daily that made a 
bitter attack on President Kenne­ 
dy’s State of the Union message. 
Among other things the editor­ 
ial 
indicated 
that the Chinese 
Reds are building up a new anti- 
American campaign—at a time 
when Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
still is talking about peaceful co­ 
existence with the Western pow­ 
ers. 
“ Kennedy has put his stakes on 
a split of the Socialist camp,” the 
editorial said. “He and his ilk 
gloated over the dark clouds that 
temporarily overcast the Socialist 
camp; they openly indicated that 
the prospects were more encour­ 
aging than previously to the West­ 
ern world.” 
What intrigued the government 
experts was the admission that 
“dark clouds temporarily over­ 
cast the Socialist camp.” Just 
how dark they are is something 
that even the best informed men 
in the U.S. government are un­ 
sure of.

American-Eastern 
Linkup Announced 


NEW YORK (AP) — American 
Airlines and Eastern Air Lines 
will combine into the nation’* big­ 
gest system if stockholder and 
government approval is forthcom­ 
ing. 
They announced plans Tuesday 
to merge. 
The consolidated line would be 
called American Airlines, erasing 
the name of the pioneer Eastern

The proposal to create a ay*- 
tem with $900 million in assets, 
will be submitted to stockholders 
of both companies and the Civil 
Aeronautic* Board. 
The board, which has generally 
encouraged mergers, had no im­ 
mediate comment. 
There was no mention in the 
announcement of Eddie Ricken- 
backer. 71, famed World War I 
air ace who is chairman of the 
board and chairman of the execu­ 
tive committee of Eastern. 
An Eastern Air Lines spokes­ 
man said only that Riekenbacker 
would continue to hold those posts 
as long a* Eastern remained an 
entity. 
C. R. Smith, president of Amer­ 
ican. and Malcolm A. MacIntyre, 
president of Eastern, jointly an­ 
nounced that the aim of the mer­ 
ger was to provide a stronger sys­ 
tem “ which can survive today’* 
financial crisis, meet its obliga­ 
tion* to the public and cope with 
the technological demand* of the 
future.” 
They estimated savings of $50 
million a year could be effected 
by eliminating duplicating flights 
and other services and by better 
utilization of aquipment and facil­ 
ities.

Trudeau Says Botte 
Message Still Unhurt 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Army Lt. 
Gen Arthur G. Trudeau testified 
today that changes made by cen­ 
sors in some of his anti-Commu- 
nist speeches have “caused me to 
wonder’ but “have not prevented 
me from getting across my basic 
message.” 
Trudeau,

mer chief of Army intelligence, 
made the statements in testimony 
at a Senate investigation of charg­ 
es that Pentagon censorship has 
muzzled miliary men. 
He said the State Department 
was responsible for some changes 
ut suggested changes in his texts, 
but that he did not always know 
the sources of the changes. 
Trudeau quoted changes called 
for by censors in one of his 
speeches, adding that there also 
were changes in others “with the 
source (of the suggested changes) 
unidentified, which gave my staff 
and me cause for wonder about 
the motivation involved.” 
In th* text of a Trudeau speech 
prepared for delivery Nov. 19, 
before the American Ordnance 
Association 
to 
Washington, 
he 
said, the State Department sug­ 
gested that he should not say “the 
tenets of Marx and Engels and 
Lenin are as firm a part of the 
Communist doctrine as when they 
w’ere announced.”

While the increasing togetherness of the 
Western world is a great thing there are 
drawbacks to this mid-centurv mingling of 
cultures. As an example, an Italian infor­ 
mation service reports that “an Italian Dis­ 
neyland ’ is being built in Tuscany. 
On any list of least exportable American 
exports, Disneyland must rank right be­ 
hind the super hamburger and night base­ 
ball. Disneyland is fine for America, pro­ 
viding children and adults with romance, 
fantasy, and even a sense of history. But 
in Italy 
—where every hillside exposes 
the bones of history, and romance was giv­ 
en its very name — who needs it? 
In truth, the Italian playland may not be 
so bad. In addition to the standard “Amer­ 


ican' ’ features like cowboys and Indians, 
Crusaders and Saracens, knights, pirates 
and spaceships, there will be a theater for 
performances of famous fairy stories, 
a 
genuine 18th century castle and a basic 
theme based on the story of Pinocchio (also 
recreated by Disney). 
If all this sounds too American and too 
little Italian, remember that the Italians 
have their own way of going about such 
things. If it is done well, the Tuscan 
“Paese dei Baiocchi'’ may become the mo­ 
del for Disneyland instead of the o t h e r 
way around.

Tax Power Fight 


President Kennedy has asked Congress 
for authority, subject to congressional 
veto, to cut personal income tax rates by 
as much as 5 per cent for six months at a 
time. The six-month cut could be extend­ 
ed. 
This, the President contends, would pro­ 
vide an effective anti-recession weapon 
which would work quickly, putting more 
cash in the public’s pockets almost imme­ 
diately. 
To give the President such power would 


involve dangers. The taxing power belongs 
to Congress. To transfer part of that pow­ 
er to the President would involve a shift 
in the check-and-balance system of govern­ 
ment, which already is weighted heavily 
toward the executive. 
The taxing power could be a dangerous 
political lever placed in the hands of one 
man, rather than diffused among more 
than 500 congressmen, and it could be an

BOSTON (AP) — Jackie Robin­ 
son, first Negro to play in the 
major leagues, today is the first 
of his race ever elected to base­ 
ball’s highest honor—its Hall of 
Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y, 
The graying former Brooklyn 
Dodgers infielder was enshrined 
Tuesday along with Bob Feller, 
the quiet farm boy from Iowa who 
blazed a fa s t ball through t h e 
American League for nearly 2 
years. 
Both won election to the hall 
the first time they were eligible, 
* five-year retirem ent from base­ 
ball being mandatary It was the 
first tim e the Baseball W riters of 
America had named anyone on 
their first eligible shot since the 
original five — Ty Cobb, Babe 
Ruth, W a l t e r Johnson, Honus 
Wagner and Christy Mathewson— 
were tapped in the first election, 
in 1936, 
Candidates needed 75 per cent 
of the 160 votes cast. Feller, now 
an insurance executive in Cleve­ 
land, received 150 votes. 
Robinson, vice president of a 
restaurant and coffee company, 
got 124 votes, four more than the 
minimum needed. 
" It’s a once in a lifetime thrill,” 
said Robinson at his Stamford, 
Conn., home. "It’s hard to de­ 
scribe my feelings fully at this 
time. I am pleased and honored. 
My family is so excited no one 
wants to eat.” 
Feller, typically, was less emo­ 
tional but nevertheless just as 
thrilled.

League at the time. He spent one 
year of seasoning at Montreal, 
leading the International League 
in batting and fielding and then 
joined Brooklyn as a second base­ 
men. 
Quite, hard working and alwas 
both an offensive and defensive 
threat, Robinson flirted with the 
.300 mark his first two seasons 
end batted a lusty .342 in 1949 to 
lead the National League.

S o l1 and W ater Conservation Dis­ 
tricts Tuesday. Donald Williams, 
administrator of P’e Agriculture 
Departm ent’s S o i l Conservation 
Service, said; 
“ This state will probably never 
face a water shortage because 
of Lake Erie and the Ohio River, 
but getting this water when and 
where it is needed requires plan­ 
ning, engineering, legislation and 
money.” 
Ohio’s water recreation facilities 
are already inadequate, he said, 
and needs are growing all the 
ti ire. 
Pollution problems are serious 
in many areas and will be de­ 
manding greater attention in the 
fuT re, Williams added. 
Speaking of soil conservation, he 
estimated that one million acres 
of Ohio land will be taken out of 
agriculture and put to other uses 
such as highways, airports, sub­ 
urban developments, schools, fac­ 
tories and shopping centers. 
Of Ohio’s 12 million acres of 
cropland, more tKan eight million 
are in need of conservation treat­ 
ment, Williams said. Nearly three 
million of these need m easures to 
cortrol erosion, over five million 
fcave water problems and almost 
150,000 have unfavorable soil con­ 
ditions, he asserted.

N LRB Cites Unfair 
Labor Relations Here 


The National Labor Relations 
Board has upheld a trial examin­ 
e r’s report of a finding of unfair 
labor practices by the Farm Bur­ 
eau Cooperative Association’s alf­ 
alfa dehydrator plant at Route 2, 
Ashville. 
The NLRB exam iner’s report 
noted that the Farm Bureau en­ 
gaged in u n f a i r labor relations 
when it claimed its employes at 
the dehydrator plant were agricul­ 
tural workers. The plant is locat­ 
ed on Route 104 northwest of Cir­ 
cleville. 
The 
latest 
NLRB order 
In­ 
structs Farm B u r e a u to rec­ 
ognize and bargain with the Un­ 
ited Steelworkers as representa­ 
tive of production a n d mainte­ 
nance workers at the co-op’s 
Pickaway County plant. 
Farm Bureau had filed exception 
to the exam iner’s finding of last 
Nov. 6 that trucks drivers, mach­ 
ine operators and bagers at the 
alfalfa processing facility could 
organize as a labor union. 
Management claimed they were 
agricultural w o r k e r s , despite 
NLRB certification last August 
of an election that brought the 
workers into the United Steelwork 
ers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres! 
dent 
Kennedy 
told 
a 
national 
dairy and nutrition group T u e s ­ 
day that he regards the recent 
decline in use of milk as a very 
serious matter. 
To point up his own intention 
to do what he can about it, the 
President drank from a glass at 
the 
speaker’s 
stand 
and 
an­ 
nounced that he has directed that 
milk be served at every White 
House meal from now on. 
The downturn in consumption is 
serious not only for agriculture 
and dairy farm er but for the 
country a a whole, Kennedy said, 
and added: 
“ It implies poor nutrition.” 
Kennedy said he doubts that 
anyone knows the full reasons for 
the decline in milk consumption 
last year, which he said was down 
2.5 per cent from 1960. He said 
apparently tu,ere were such m a s ­ 
ter as concern over radioactive 
contamination, weigh1 con rol and 
concern that milk fats contribute 
to coronary ailments. 
Kennedy said that for the fore­ 
seeable future health 
authorities 
have made it “ abundantly clear” 
that 
there is no danger from 
radiation exposure. 
In the m atter of coronary dis­ 
eases. he said, nothing 
has been 
established to show a connection 
with consumption of milk except 
in a few cases.
